Hardier and Better 
Grains and Fruits 
Result from Experiments 


“The only thing that worrjes people 
in Western Canada is the climate. We 
are disposed at times to gtumble be- 
cause the rigor of ‘our winters makes 
it impossible for us to grow certain 


fruits and rear certain stock. 

We listen gladly, therefore, to the 
joyous assurance of Professor N. E- 
Hansen ,of the South Dakota Agri- 
tural College, who has just been 
telling the members of the Manitoba 
Horticultural Society that before 
many years have passed fruits of 
many varieties will be grown as far 
north as the Arctic circle. 

We all know what the patient ex- 
periments of a scientist has meant 
to Western Cahada in the production 
of Marquis wheat. Professor Han- 
sen says that if the governments of 
the west will make liberal appro- 
priations for research work in the 
study of plant life and the cross fer- 
tilization of hardy species, wonder- 
ful results will be obtained. He told 
the story of his own successful ex- 
periment with regard to alfalfa, He 


has succeeded in finding a variety of 
Siberian alfalfa and ‘has transplanted :

A Week’s Beef 
In Cold Storage 


—_- oe 
Present Storage of Beef Much Less 
Than a Year Ago. 

How long would.the foods in cold 
storage to-day last us if every other 
means of supply were closed? Prob- 
ably few people could answer. 

Compared with the holding for Oc- 
tober, 919, according to @ statement 
by the Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture, our present storage ef becf 
is 15,642,955 lbs. less than it was a! 
year ago, “or ofly sufficient, if all 
other sources of supply failed, to mect 
the domestic demand for slightly 
more than one week.” 

“However, present  slaughterings 
are going largely directly into con- 
sumption,” the Department's staté- 
ment adds. “Only from 30 to 40! 
per cent. of the visible kill per annum } 
does actually go into cold storage be- 
fore entcring into domestic consump- 
tion, and a large part of domestic de-; 
mand is invariably supplied by local 
trade and from farm killings, In 
view of the heavier operating costs, 
combined with the lower status of 
hides and the more unsettled condi- 
tion of the overs¢as market, when 
compared with conditions in 1919, 
the market movements to date have 
been well taken care of at fairly firm 
prices’—a condition of affairs, consid- 
ering the steady retail prices of meats,

A Sirong and 
Silent Gear 


Special Type Manufactured in Great 
Britain Proves to be Success, 

Silent gears in machinery have long 
been an ideal towards which en- 
‘ gineers have aspired, but in too many 
cases silence has been secured at the 
cost of efficiency and short life. A 
special type manufactured in Great 
Britain does, however, offer the ideal 
without such drawbacks. The teeth 
| of the gear wheels-are built up of 
layers of steel at such an angle to the 
face of the teeth that they close 
slightly when the teeth engage. In- 
stead of giving a hard metallic blow 
as the teeth come together, this de- 
sign evenly distributes the pressure. 
At high speed and under heavy loads 
all that is heard is a slight buzzing. 
Lubricant is fed into a space between 
the layers and the axle and, owing to 
the centrifugal action of the revolv- 
ing wheel and to the slight pumping 
action of the shects under repeated 
Pressure, the oil is forced outwards 
between the layers and lubricates the 
whole surface of the teeth. A pinion 
of this type is being made for a col- 
|liery where it will be used to trans- 
mit 750 horsepower at 295 revolutions 
per minute. It will weigh three quar- 
ters of a ton and will carry enough 
lubricant to last two or three months. 


our soil that it will yield eight times 
as much as it docs now. He con- 
tends that this alfalfa can _be grown 
successfully in a climate when the 
tempeature descends to 91 degrees 
below zero. : 

If plants can be obtained from 
hardier climates to be crossed with 
those in this country, the same argu- 
ment applies to various fruits. Nor 
should we forget that there is room 
for wonderful improvement in the 
development. of livestock along the 
same lines. Speaking on this topic, 
Professor Hansen declared that the 
sheep we breed in Western Canada 
are “too soft.” having come originally 
from the warm climates of» Africa, 
Spain, France and England. He 
strongly advocates that we should 
cross our sheep with the “fat rump” 
sheep of Siberia; this would produce 
a hardy breed, larger and heavier in 
size, longer lived, and capable of 
producing better wool. 

If we will only give the scientists a 
change they will do much to offset 
the disadvantages of our climate and 
to make life much more pleasant, and 
sti!l more profitable, for the people 
of the prairie country.—Calgary

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Canadian Loinage Increases 


Twelve M_llion Copper Cents Struck 
From 75 Tons of Metal, 


“A special despatch to the Free 
Press from its Ottawa correspondent 
_reads: A tremendous increase in the 
demand for small coinage is reflected 
in the output of the Royal Mint here 
for the present year. Last year the 
total number of coins of all denomin- 
ations turned out by the Mint was ap- 
proximately 27 millions, For the 
first ten months of the present year 
that number has already been exceed- 
ed, and almost a million a week are 
now being turned out, 

Last year there was a heavy de- 
mand for the Jager coins, such as 
half dollars and quarters. This was 
due, it is said, partly to the fact that, 
owing to the high cost of silver and 
the large percentage of that metal in 
the Canadian coins, a considerable 
business was carried on in melting 
and re-sclling the Canadian coinage 
up along the border on the other side. 

This year the demand is largely for 
five and ten-cent pieces and for the 
new one-cent copper coin, For the 
latter there has been a tremendous 
demand, especially from Montreal and 
Toronto, This increased demand, it 
is said ,is largely due to the inaugura- 
tion of seven-cent car fare in these 
cities, A further reason given is the 
prevalence of bargain sales of the 
98-cent variety. Since the new cop- 
per cent was struck, upward of 12,- 
000,000 of these coins have been turn- 
ed out, entailing the use of 75 tons of 
copper. 


Kubanka Wheat 


Under Same Conditions New Variety 
Yielded More Than Marquis 
Type. 

A story of Kubanka in competition 
with Marquis wheat at Ponteix, Sask., 
wherein Kubanka seems to have had 
the best of it, appears in a letter re- 
ceived by M. P. Tullis, ~field crops 
commissioner, from J. W. Vander- 

griff, a farmer of Ponteix, 

According to the letter, Mr. Van- 
dergriff seeded 60 bushe!s of Kubanka 
on 40 acres of a 125-acre field of 
summerfallow. On the remaining 85 
acres he seeded Marquis wheat. The 
whole field was plowed in seven days 
and seeded in three days, All parts 
received exactly the, same cultiva- 
tion, 

“Phe Kubanka grew abaut eight 
inches higher than the Marquis and 
stood up fine,” says Mr. Vandergriff. 
“The Marquis took four pounds of 
twine per acre and when threshed 
yielded 21 bushels of No, 2 to the 
acre; while the Kubanka took one 
pound’ less twine and gave 29 bus- 
hels per acre.—Regina Leader.

Will Canada’s Future — 


Meat Supply Come 
From the Far North? 


Some years ago, when Prince Ed- 
ward Islanders began a new industry, 
now know as fox-farming, loud peals 
of laughter went up from the Cana- 
dian public. These men were regard- 
ed as hairbrained visionaries. But 
the great success that attended that 
new industry and ite rapid spread 
confounded its critics, 

And now we-have the announce- 
ment that a company has been form- 
ed in Winnipeg for the establishment 
of a reindeer and musk-ox farm in 
the Canadian West. The company is 
incorporated as the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, Limited, although it has 
no connection with the other ancient 
trading company. Its directors, 
however, may go down to history as

For this company aims to provide 
the public with a new form of diet, 
reindeer roasts and tusk-ox- steak. 
The father of this cheap meat idea is 
Stefansson, the well-known Arctic ex- 
plorer, who delivered a number of ad-| 
dresses in Winnipeg a year or s0 ago 
in which he demonstrated the feasi- 
bility of establishing big herds of 
reindeer and musk-ox on grazing 
lands in the region contiguous to 
Hudson Bay. These animals, he as- 


serts, will thrive in this modified form 
of captivity, and can be reared at such 
small cost that their flesh can be sold 
at a very low figure. In fact, Mr. 
Stefansson thinks that when once 
reindeer in considerable numbers 
have been transplanted from the far 
north to the more southern grazing 
grounds, that it will be possible for 
every farmer in the Canadian West to 
have his own little herd of reindeer. 
They can be tamed and can be used 
as draught animals. They can pull 
and trot like the horse; they can 
furnish milk and meat like the cow. 

If the day ever comes when the 
reindeer are common in the prairie 
country, every farmer can be his own 
Father Christmas. 

We have seen strange changes in 
our time, The motor car for in- 
stance, has largely supplanted the 
horse. Is it incredible that a quarter 
of a century from now the reindeer 
will have supplanted the ccw? 

It is at least certain that these en-

Must Have Provisions 


Oil Prospectors Going Into North 

Country May Be Turned Back. 

The federal authorities are taking 
action in preparation for an expected 
rush of oil prospectors into the Fort 
Norman territory where a very rich 
strike of oil was reported some weeks 
ago and no person will be allowed to 
go into that country without having 
sufficient provisions and outfit to en- 
sure that they will’ not become<a 
charge on the public. Instructions 
have been sent from the “Royal Can- 
adian Mounted Police” headquarters 
to Edmonton, advising the officer 
commanding that district that an ord- 
inance has been passed by the gov- 
ernor of the “Northwest Territories” 
to turn back all persons who cannot 
show that they have sufficient pro- 
visions. This is an order similar to 
that which was in effect during the 
rush to the Yukon in 1897, when the 
Mounted Police turned back every 
prospector who did not have with 
him at least sufficient provisions to 
carry him for a year, Intending 
prospectors who have not the re- 
quisite supplies with them, will be 
turned back by the Mounted Police 
at Edmonton or Peace River crossing, 
or at whichever post they are re- 
quired to report before beginning 
their long trek northward. 


Saskatchewan Minerals 


Mineral Products’ of Province for 
Year Was Over a Million. 

The total value of the minerals pro- 
duced in Saskatchewan last year was 
$1,118,055, or an increase of 9.60 per 
cent. over the previous year, accord- 
ing to a statement prepared by the 
Bureau of Labor. Clay products, 
which are included in the category of 
mineral products, accounted for a 
considerable portion of this total.

Instructions ° 
for keeping the accounts are clearly 
set forth, Additional valuable fca- 
tures are a yearly crop yield record, 
a livestock service record, and aids 
in taking inventories.

Upwards of 110,000,000 Bushels of 
Wheat Can Be Stored at Ono 
Time, 

The grain clevator system. hae 
grown enormously in Canada and de- 
veloped rapidly in the last few years, 
This growth and development have 
so far been confined to the prairie 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, but the system is at- 
tracting- more and more attention in 
the other provinces, particularly in 
Ontario, where several wheat grow- 
ing and shipping centres, notably 
Toronto, are agitating for the erection 
Nor is it only in num- 
ber that the system has extended but 
the increase in size has been such 
that some of the structures can fair-

There are, according to the Hon, 
George Langley, ‘ migister of muni- 
cipal affairs for Saskatchewan, not 
fewer than 3,600 elevators in the three 
provinces referred to, from forty to 
sixty feet high, ar.1 capable of stor- 
ing from 20,000 to 30,000 bushels 
apiece on the average, a few reach- 
nq to twice the greatest enumerated 
Capecity, In othcr words upwards 
of 150,000,000 bushe!s of wheat can 
thus be stored at the one time, These 
facts and figures are taken from an 
interesting article by Mr. Langley in 
the September n imer of the Agricul- 
tura' Gazette of Canada.
